Boundaries of Wards 

Ward No. 1. — The boundary of this ward starts from the junction of Kalpi Road 
and Bazar Road and runs towards North along the eastern side of Bazar Road 
upto its junction with Outer Circular Road. From this junction it turns towards 
No:theasterly direciion a.ong Outer Circular Road upto its crossing with the 
southern boundary line (southeast corner) of Kalpi Lines and then xhe boundary 
runs towards west along the southern boundary of Kalpi Lines upto its crossing 
with Maharana Pratap Marg and then turns towards north along Maharana

This ward also includes 3rd and 7th Infantry Rifle Range and Mountain 
Battery Range towards northeast of Ward No* I, although not inhabited but are 
situated inside the boundary of Morar Cantonment.

junction, with Subhas Marg and Lhen turns towards west along Subhas Marg 
upto its crossing with Bazar Road i.e. the starting point. 

Ward No. III . — Prom the junction of Prithviraj Marg and Singhpur Road the 
boundary starts towards west along Singhpur Road upto old Cantonment 
Magistrate’s Cuurt and then turns towards south along the Cantonment boundary 
touching the western boundary of Nlbua Pura in a straight line excluding certain 
portion of Kachipura village (municipal area) upto the crossing of southern 
boundary of Kachipura and Cantonment boundary and then the boundary turns 
towards east along with the boundary line of Sahaupura village in northern bide 
and southern boundary line of Sutar Pura village upto its crossing with Shivaji 
Marg a*nd then the boundary turns first towards south and then eastward along 
Shivaji Marg upto its junction with Sardar Patel Marg. The boundary further 
runs towards nerthwest along S: rdar Patel Mo eg upto its crossing with Singhpur 
Boad and Maharana Pratap and then the boundary turns towards west along 
Singhpur Road upto its junction with Prithviraj Marg i.e. the starting point. 

Ward No, IV . — The boundary starts from the crossing of southern boundary of 
Kachipura and the Cantonment boundary and it runs towards south along the 
Cantonment boundary upto the southwest corner of Shahaupura and then It runs 
westerly directions along the Cantonment boundary upto its crossing with Jhansi 
Road and it turns towards north along Jhansi Road and then turns towards west, 
then south thereafter east and north a’ong the Cantonment boundary upto the 
southeast corner of Kalpi Lines. Further it turns towards west aiong Kalpi Lines 
upto its crossing with Mnharano Pratap Marg and then the boundary turns to- 
wards southwest along Maharana Pratap Marg upto its crossing witn Singhpur 
Road and Sardar Patel Marg and then turns towards southeast along Sardar Patel 
Marg upto its junction with Shivaji Marg and then turns first towards west and 
then towards north along Shivaji Marg and the boundary of Ward No. Ill upto 
the starting point at the crossing of southern boundary of Kachipur and the Can- 
tonment boundary. 

This ward also includes the 3rd Lancers Rifle Range towards South-East of 
Ward No. IV although not inhabited but is situated inside the boundary of Morar 
Cantonment.
